Whether you roll your owrn or 
puff a corn cob pipe you may be In- 
terested in the exhibit in the cir- 
culation room of the library con- 
cerning the progress of tobacco 
growing in the United States. 

Main feature of the exhibit is 
"The Story of Tobacco in America.*' 
a book by Dr. Joseph Clark Robert, 
former visiting professor at UK, 
now Assistant Dean of the gradu- 
ate school of Duke University. Dr. 
Robert reveals that he has a sense 
of humor by entitling the first 
chapter of his book. That Bewitch- 
ing Vegetable." 

Other features of the display in- 
clude minute books kept by early 
Kentucky tobacco companies, let- 
ters written by persons prominent 
in tobacco circles, and manuscript 
records of the proceedings at meet- 
ings of Kentucky tobacco growers 
protective associations in the 1700 s. 
The latter records were purchased 
by the library after they had been 
discovered in a barn loft where 
they were discarded by night riders. 
Mr. Robert used some of the ex- 
hibited records as source materials 
for his book. 

The Margaret I. King library has 
the most complete set of books con- 
cerning tobacco extant. Perhaps 
some of you chain smokers will be 
interested in viewing this generous 
display concerning the history of 
the "filthy weed."
